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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to an amendment filed on May 21 , 2007 for the 
application of Gibart et al., for a "High speed synchronization in dual-processor safety 
controller" filed September 16, 2003. 
Claims 1-8, 10, 11, 13, 14, and 17-28 are allowed. 

Claims 10, 11, 13, 14, and 17-28 have been renumbered to 9, 10, 11, 12, and 13-24 
respectively. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After a complete search of all the relevant prior art the examiner has determined 
the claims are in condition for allowance. The following limitations when viewed in 
combination with the remainder of the claim as a whole, place this application in 
condition for allowance. 

As per claim 1 the examiner finds the novel and non obvious feature of this claim, 
when read as a whole to be, the safety program is repeatably executable to read input 
variables representing inputs from external controlled devices and write output variables 
representing outputs to external controlled devices at least one processor including a 
buffer receiving a plurality of input variables asynchronously from I/O circuits connected 
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to sensors; and a coordinator program providing each of the first and second processing 
units with identical copies of the input variables from the buffer at a predetermined point 
in the repeated execution of the common safety programs. 

As per claim 17 the examiner finds the novel and non obvious feature of this 
claim, when read as a whole to be, accumulating asynchronous input variables in a 
buffer; and providing each of the first and second processing units with identical copies 
of the accumulated input variables from the buffer at a first time at a predetermined 
point in the repeated execution of the common safety programs.
